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Claims 

1 . (currently amended) A television apparatus to extract on-demand television 
advertisement contact information by a television viewer comprising: 

(a) a television receiver in said television apparatus a television receiver for 
receiving a television advertisement picture signal having a television 
advertisement data signal associated therewith, embedded therein, wherein said 
data signal representing a page of teletext data of said television advertisement 
picture, 

(b) a data a data acquisition circuit for acquiring said page of teletext data of said 
television advertisement, 

wherein said page of teletext data comprising a plurality of data, said plurality of 
data including contact information to contact a representative of said television 
advertisement by said television viewer, 

wherein said page of teletext data associated with embedded in said television 
advertisement picture signal occurring at an advertisement teletext insertion time, 
said advertisement teletext insertion time occurring in non real-time to said 
television advertisement picture signal transmission, transmission to said 
television apparatus, 

(c) a first memory a memory in said television apparatus for storing a plurality of 
said page of teletext data, 

(d) a first display a display in said television apparatus for generating images 
representative of selected portions of said page of teletext data, 

(e) a first a first page selection means for selecting said page of teletext data for 
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display on said television apparatus, 

(f) a first wireless a wireless transceiver circuit in said television apparatus for 
transmitting said page of teletext data to a remote control device upon receiving a 
request signal from said remote control device for said first page selection of said 
television advertisement, and for receiving a set of television advertisement 
teletext data navigation instructions into said television apparatus, said teletext 
data navigation instructions to navigate said teletext data stored in said first 
memory in said television apparatus, 

(g) a second a second page selection means for selecting said page of teletext data 
for display on a second display on said remote control device, 

(h) a third a third page selection means for selecting said page of teletext data for 
transmission to said remote control device, and 

(T) a microcontroller and a microcontroller in said television apparatus coupled to 
said first memory, said first display, said first page selection means, said second 
page selection means, said third page selection means, and said first wireless 
transmitter circuit, circuit, and 

wherein said microcontroller in said television apparatus being configured to 
cause delivery of a set of television control signals to said first wireless 
transmitter circuit upon receiving a set of signals from said remote control device 
via said first wireless transmitter circuit and to select portions of said page of 
teletext data to be displayed on said first display in response to a request signal 
received from said remote control device. 

2. (previously presented) The television apparatus in claim 1, wherein said first 
page selection means, said second page selection means and said third page 
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selection means comprise a remote control device having a plurality of command 
keys. 

3. (currently amended) A remote control device to extract on-demand television 
advertisement contact information by a television viewer comprising: 

(a) a first memory in a television apparatus for storing a plurality of television 
advertisement teletext data, wherein each said television advertisement teletext 
data is embedded in a specific television advertisement picture signal received 
and displayed on an active television apparatus, 

(b) a second memory a memory in said remote control device for storing a 
plurality of television advertisement teletext data, wherein each said television 
advertisement teletext data is associated with a inserted in said specific television 
advertisement picture signal received and displayed on an active said active 
television apparatus, 

wherein said television apparatus is a first electronic device and wherein said 
remote control device is a second electronic device, 

wherein said television advertisement teletext data comprising a plurality of data, 
data representing a page of teletext data, said page of teletext data including 
contact information to contact a representative of said specific television 
advertisement by said television viewer, 

wherein said page of teletext data associated with inserted in said television 
advertisement picture signal occurring at an advertisement teletext insertion time, 
said advertisement teletext insertion time occurring in non real-time to said 
television advertisement picture signal transmission, transmission to said 
television apparatus. 
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(c) a display a display in said remote control device for generating images 
representative of selected portions of said television advertisement, advertisement 
and said page of teletext data, 

(d) a user a user input device in said remote control device for enabling input of 
television channel selection, a set of television advertisement teletext data 
navigation instructions including a selection input of said television advertisement 
displayed on said active television apparatus, and a set of communications 
instructions into said remote control device, 

(e) a wireless a wireless transceiver circuit in said remote control device for 
transmitting a set of control signals and a set of data signals to said television 
apparatus and a second third electronic device and for receiving an on-demand 
selection of said page of teletext data from said television apparatus, apparatus, 
and 

(f) a microprocessor and a microprocessor in said remote control device coupled 
to said second memory, said display, said user input device and said wireless 
transmitter circuit, circuit in said remote control device, 

wherein said microprocessor in said remote control device being configured to 
cause delivery of said set of control data signals to said wireless transmitter circuit 
and to select portions of said page of teletext data to be displayed on said display 
in said remote control device in response to said set of communications 
instructions received from said user input dovico, device, and 

wherein said teletext data is selected from the group comprising an analog teletext 
system and a digital teletext system. 

4. (currently amended) The remote control device of claim 3, wherein said set of 
communications instructions include: 
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retrieval and display of said page of teletext data stored in said remote control 
device memory; 

(i) retrieval retrieval and display of said page of teletext data for an advertisement 
displayed on said television apparatus; 

(ii) retrieval retrieval and display of said page of teletext data stored in said 
television apparatus first memory; 

(iii) selection selection and deletion of said page of teletext data stored in said 



selection and deletion of said page of teletext data stored in said memory; and 

(iv) retrieva l retrieval of said page of teletext data stored in said television 
apparatus first memory. 

5. (currently amended) The remote control device of claim 3, wherein said set of 
communications instructions include: 

(v) retrieval retrieval and display of said page of teletext data stored in said 
second memory [; and] in said remote control device; 

(vi) transmission transmission of said retrieved page of teletext data to said 
second third electronic device, device from said remote control device; and 




*i first memory in said television apparatus; and 



(vii) selection and deletion of said page of teletext data stored in said second 



memory in said remote control device. 
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6. (previously cancelled) 

7. (previously presented) The teletext in claim 1 is selected from the group 
comprising an analog teletext system and a digital teletext system. 

8. (currently amended) The second third electronic device in claim 5 being 
selected from the group consisting of a telephone, a computer, a personal digital 
assistant device and a television set-top box.

10. (previously cancelled) 

1 1 . (previously presented) The wireless transceiver circuit in claim 1 being selected 
from the group consisting of an infrared circuit and a Bluetooth-enabled circuit. 

12. (previously presented) The wireless transceiver circuit in claim 3 being selected 
from the group consisting of an infrared circuit and a Bluetooth-enabled circuit. 

13. (currently amended) A method to extract on-demand television advertisement 
contact information by a television viewer comprising the steps: 

(a) embedding embedding said television advertisement contact information in a 
television picture signal of a television advertisement; 

wherein said embedded television advertisement contact information represents a 
page of teletext data; 

(b) receiving receiving a multiplicity of said television advertisement and said 
embedded contact information page of teletext contact data on an active television 
apparatus; 
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(c) extracting extracting a multiplicity of said embedded contact information page 
of teletext contact data on said active television apparatus, and storing said 
contact information page of teletext contact data in a first memory means in said 
television apparatus; apparatus; and 

(d) using a remote control device to transmit on-demand a multiplicity of said 
page of teletext data of a displayed television advertisement picture on said active 
television apparatus from said first memory means in said active television 
apparatus to a second memory means in said remote control device; and 

wherein said television apparatus is a first electronic device and wherein said 
remote control device is a second electronic device; and 

whoroin said embedded contact information roprosonts a pago of tolotoxt data; 

wherein said page of teletext data embedded in said television advertisement 
picture signal occurring at an advertisement teletext insertion time, said 
advertisement teletext insertion time occurring in non real-time to said television 
advertisement picture signal transmission, transmission to said television 
apparatus. 

14. (currently amended) The method of claim 13 comprising the additional steps of: 

using a remote control device to transmit on demand a multiplicity of said pago of 
teletext data of a displayed television advertisement picture on said active 
television apparatus from said first memory means in said active television 
apparatus to a second memory moans in said remote control device; 

(e) selecting selecting a specific page of teletext data in said first memory means 
in said active television apparatus and transmitting said page of teletext data to 
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said remote control device; 

(f) storing said transmitted page of teletext data in said second memory means in 
said remote control device; 

(g) navigating navigating said first memory means in said active television 
apparatus using an input means on said remote control device; and 

fli) displaying displaying said page of teletext data on said television apparatus 
display using said remote control device. 

15. (currently amended) The method of claim 14 comprising the additional steps: 

(0 displaying displaying said page of teletext data stored in said second memory 
means in said remote control device on a second display means on said remote 
control device; 

(j) navigating navigating said second memory means in said remote control 
device using said input means on said remote control device; 

(k) displaying on said active television apparatus displaying said page of teletext 
data selected in said second memory means in said remote control device , using 
said input means, means in said remote control device; on said active television 

(1) using using said page of teletext data stored in said second memory means in 
said remote control device to contact a representative of said television 
advertisement, using a second third electronic device over a network means. 

16. (currently amended) The second third electronic device in claim 15 being 
selected from the group consisting of a telephone, a computer, a personal digital 
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assistant device and a television set-top box. 

17. (previously presented) The network means in claim 15 being selected from the 
group consisting of an Internet and a public telephone network. 

18. (previously presented) The television signal of claim 13 being selected from the 
group consisting of a cable television signal, a satellite television signal and a 
broadcast television signal. 

19. (previously cancelled) 

20. (previously presented) The teletext in claim 13 is selected from the group 
comprising an analog teletext system and a digital teletext system. 

21. (previously presented) The remote control device in claim 3 wherein said page 
of selected teletext data is transmitted and printed on a printing device. 

22. (previously presented) The television apparatus in claim 1, wherein said page of 
teletext data comprises a first tag marking start of said page of teletext data, said 
contact information and a second tag marking end of said page of teletext data. 

23. (previously presented) The remote control device of claim 3, wherein said page 
of teletext data comprises a first tag marking start of said page of teletext data, 
said contact information and a second tag marking end of said page of teletext 
data. 

24. (previously presented) The method of claim 13 wherein said page of teletext 
data comprises a first tag marking start of said page of teletext data, said contact 
information and a second tag marking end of said page of teletext data.

REMARKS - Summary 



Applicant would respectfully like to highlight the following facts, each of which 
is discussed further in detail below: 



(a) Chang And Teletext 

(b) Chang And Non Real-Time Insertion of Teletext Contact Data 

(c) Storing Of Teletext Contact Data In a TV Remote Control Device And a 
TV's Memory 

(d) Navigating Teletext Contact Data Memory In Both a TV And a Remote 
Control Device 



(a) Chang And Teletext: 

Contrary to Examiner's assertion that Chang teaches teletext, it is clear that Chang 
does not teach or suggest the use of a teletext system . 

Examiner cites Chang using "a pre-defined stream of digital 
information forming a portion of the advertisement being 
displayed" [Para. 0038, lines 9-1 1] as evidence of alleged teletext teachings. 
Applicant respectfully disagrees with this assertion. 

It is well known in the art that teletext television signals (inclusive of analog and 
digital teletext) are much more than simply "a pre-defined stream of 
digital information forming a portion of the 
advertisement being displayed" (emphasis added) [Chang, Para. 0038, 
lines 9-11]. Furthermore, Chang's "pre-defined stream of digital 
information " would preclude analog teletext , which is a major part of the well-

known art of teletext technology. 

To assert that Chang's "pre-defined stream of digital information 
forming a portion of the advertisement being displayed" is 
teletext as claimed by Applicant, is conjectural modification of a prior art disclosure 
which is unwarranted by such a disclosure and is therefore improper [ Carl Schenck, 
A.G. v. Norton Corp. , 713 F.2d 782, 218 U.S.P.Q. (BNA) 698, 702 (Fed. Cir. 1983)]. 

Applicant has listed below commonly available references on teletext technology, 
which all clearly support Applicant's assertion that Chang's teaching of "pre- 
defined stream of digital information" does not teach teletext:

(b) Chang And Non Real-Time Insertion of Teletext Contact Data: 

Examiner asserts that Chang teaches non real-time insertion / embedding of 
teletext contact data / information in the television signal of an advertisement by 
citing Change [Para. 0045, entire, & figure 3 (remote control device)]. Applicant 
respectfully disagrees with Examiner's assertions for the following reasons: 

Chang [Para 0045] teaches: a "user may respond off-line to an 
embedded internet style ad. Advertisements can be 
normal broadcast ads (such as TV commercials) or 
embedded ads, which may be pre-stored in a device 
connected to the TV (such as an Internet-TV or set-top 
box) . For example, web pages, email, or other 
information may be stored in a set-top box appliance 
for convenient leisurely offline review by a user" 



(emphasis added). 
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Chang's pre-storing of data for "convenient leisurely offline 
review by a user" is not the same as non real-time embedding / 
inserting teletext contact data in an advertisement's television signal . 

Inserting / embedding an advertisement's contact data in an advertisement's 
television teletext signal is clearly not the same as pre-storing similar data in "a 
device connected to the TV" as taught by Chang. Furthermore, as 
mentioned above in (a) Chang does not teach or suggest the use of a teletext 
system. 

To assert that Chang's "embedded ads which may be pre-stored 
in a device connected to the TV" is the same as Applicant's 
claimed embedding / inserting an advertisement's contact data in non real-time in 
an advertisement's television signal; extracting on demand an advertisement's 
broadcast and received teletext contact data; and storing the extracted teletext data 
in specific television memory, is conjectural modification of a prior art 
disclosure which is unwarranted by such a disclosure and is therefore improper 
fCarl Schenck. A.G. v. Norton Corp. . 713 F.2d 782, 218 U.S.P.Q. (BNA) 698, 
702 (Fed. Cir. 1983)]. 

(c) Storing Of Teletext Contact Data In a TV Remote Control Device And a 
TV's Memory: 

Applicant's invention claims the new and unexpected use of teletext data by: 

(i) embedding / inserting, in non real-time to an advertisement's broadcast to a 
TV viewer, an advertisement's contact data in an advertisement's television signal 
as analog / digital teletext data; 

(ii) extracting a television advertisement's contact data from the teletext 
television signal; 
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(iii) storing, on-demand, the extracted contact teletext data in both a television 
apparatus's specific memory and a television remote control device's specific 
memory; 

(iv) navigating and selecting the stored contact information in both the 
television apparatus and the remote control device; and 

(v) using the selected contact data, either from a television apparatus's specific 
memory or a television remote control device's specific memory, to contact a 
representative of a television advertisement via another electronic device. 

Goreta teaches "the display of these programs on demand on 
the television screen itself and/or on a special 
remote-controller housing equipped with a small view 
screen " (emphasis added. See Column 3, lines 29-32). Nowhere does Goreta 
teach how the data is displayed on the "special remote-controller 
housing". Goreta teaches the display of teletext data on a television 
apparatus , i.e. Goreta teaches "a teletext memory 6, a unit 7 for 
teletext control, display, and associated functions, 
and processing and treatment means 8 for infrared 
signals coming from the television remote controller" 
(Column 5, lines 5-8). Clearly Goreta's "teletext memory 6" is part of a 
set-top box and not a remote control device (see at least Column 1, lines 64-67 
and continuing to Column 2, lines 1-9; Column 4, lines 43-44; Column 4, lines 
49-65; Claim 1; Claim 8). 

Furthermore, Goreta does not teach (a) storing teletext data in the "remote- 
controller" and (b) navigating stored teletext data in the "remote- 
controller", as claimed by Applicant. 

Applicant's new and unexpected use of television teletext data is not taught or 
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suggested in the combinations of Chang and Goreta. Therefore, a prima facie case 
of obviousness cannot be established by these relied upon references. 

(d) Navigating Teletext Contact Data Memory In Both a TV And a Remote 
Control Device : 

Chang in view of Goreta does not teach or suggest what Applicant has claimed 
regarding: (i) inserting / embedding, in non real-time to an advertisement signal's 
broadcast to a viewer, an advertisement's contact data as teletext data in an 
advertisement's television signal; (ii) extracting on-demand teletext contact data 
from an advertisement's television signal received by a viewer's television (TV) 
apparatus; (iii) storing on-demand the extracted teletext contact data in both a 
television apparatus memory and a TV remote control memory in order (iii) to 
navigate the stored teletext data as follows: 

• Selecting on-demand in either / both the TV apparatus memory or / and 
the remote control memory, the contact teletext data of a displayed TV 
advertisement. 

• Deleting in either / both the TV apparatus memory or / and the remote 
control device's memory, the contact teletext data of a displayed TV 
advertisement. 

• Retrieving from either / both the TV apparatus memory or / and the 
remote control device's memory, and display thereof on either / both the 
TV apparatus or / and the remote control. 

• Transferring contact data from specific teletext memory in either / both 
the TV apparatus or / and the remote control device, to a third electronic 
device to contact a representative of a TV advertisement. 
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Examiner has used hindsight , which is improper to determine obviousness under 35 
U.S.C.A. 103(a) r Orthopedic Equipment Co. v. United States , 217 U.S.P.Q. 193, 199 
(C.A.F.C. 1983) and Uniroyal, Inc. v. Rudkin-Wilev Corp. , 5 U.S.P.Q. 2d 1434 
(C.A.F.C. 1988)]. All of the above mentioned limitations are in fact, not taught or 
suggested by Chang or Goreta. 

Furthermore, Examiner has made conjectural modifications of prior art disclosures , 

which are unwarranted by such disclosures and therefore are improper [ Carl Schenck, 
A.G. v. Norton Corp. , 713 F.2d 782, 218 U.S.P.Q. (BNA) 698, 702 (Fed. Cir. 1983)]. 

Applicant respectfully submits that combining Chang and Goreta is not legally justified 
and is therefore improper r in re Sernakcr . 217 U.S.P.Q. 1,6 (C.A.F.C. 1983), 
Orthopedic Equipment Co. v. United States . 217 U.S.P.Q. 193, 199 (C.A.F.C. 1983), 
Uniroyal. Inc. v. Rudkin-Wilev Corp. . 5 U.S.P.Q. 2d 1434 (C.A.F.C. 1988) and Ex parte 
Levengood . 28 U.S.P.Q. 2d 1300 (P.T.O.B.A.&I. 1993)]. 

Even if Chang and Goreta are combined, the invention as defined by Applicant's 
independent claims would not be present through a legal modification of Chang and a 
prima facie case of obviousness is not established. 



Applicant respectfully submits that the rejections on these references be withdrawn .
